DBOD No. BC.92/12.01.001/2005-2006—Consequent upon the amendment to sub-section (1) of Section 
42 of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934), the statutory minimum Cash Reserve Ratio (CRR) 
rijquirement of 3 per cent of the total demand and time liabilities in respect of Scheduled Commercial Banks no 
longer exists with effect from June 22,2:006. Further, consequent upon the amendment to sub-section (1) of 
Section 42 of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934, the Reserve Bank having regard to the needs of securing 
monetary stability in the country, can presjcribe the Cash Reserve Ratio (CRR) for scheduled banks without any 
floor rate or ceiling rate. In terms of these powers. Reserve Bank of India has decided to continue with the status 
quo on the rate of CRR required to be maintained by Scheduled Commercial Banks at 5 per cent of their demand 
and time liabilities. In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (7) of Section 42 of the Reserve Bank 
of India Act, 1934, the Reserve Bank of India hereby exempts every Scheduled Commercial Bank from the 
maintenance of CRR at 5 pCT cent on the following liabilities with effect fiom June 22,2006.

AUDIT REPORT ON THE ACCOUNTS OF DARGAH 
KHWAJA SAHEB, AJMER FOR THE YEAR 2003-2004 

1. INTRODUCTORY 

1.1 The Dargah Khwaja Saheb, Act was passed by the 
Parliament in 1955 for proper administration of die Dargah 
Khwaja Saheb, Ajmer (Dargah). The administration, 
control and management of Dargah Endowment is vested 
in the Dargah Committee, which exercises its functions 
through 'Nazim' appointed by the Government of India 
in consultation with the Committee. 

1.2 Section 19(2) of the Act ibid envisages that the 
Committee shall every year prepare a report on the 
administration of the Dargah which together with the 
accounts of the Dargah and the report of auditor theron, 
shall be published in the Official Gazette of Government 
of India. The annual administrative report of the Dargah 
for the year 2003-2004 alongwith audit report for the 
year 2002-2003 has been published (5-11 February 2005) 
in Official Gazette of Govt, of India. 

1.3 The audit of accov^s of the Dargah has been 
entrusted under Section 70(1) of the Con^troller and 
Auditor General's (Duties, Power and Conditions of 
Services) Act, 1971 for a period of 5 years from 
2003-04 to 2007-08.

1 BALANCE SHEET 

2.1 Liati>ilitie$ 

ll.i Eaimaiked fund 

^ (a) This is understated by Rs. 2.38 lakh being 
unspent balance of donation (Rs. 18.10 
lakh) received for construction work 
during 2001-02 to 2003-04 but not 
included in the earmarked fund. 

The Dargah stated (April 2006) that 
donations received from Member of 
Parliament (M,P.yMember of Legislature 
Assembly (M.L.A.) funds were shown 
in the Income St Expenditure Account. 
The reply is not tenable as these 
donations were received for specific 
capital work and as such the sapie should 
have been included in the earmarked 
fund. 

(b) This is understated by Rs. 43.54 lakh 
being liability of the Contributory 
Provident Fund (C.P.F.), not incorporated 
in the accounts. 

! The Dargah stated (April 2006) that 

■ Accounts of Contributory Provident 
Fund (C.P.F.) are being maintained 
separately & that its Balance Sheet is 
attached with Accounts. The reply is 
not tenable as the liability of C.P.F. 
should be incorporated in Dargah's main 
Balance Sheet. 

2.17 Corpus Fund Rs. 3.42 crore 

This is understated by Rs. 3.85 lakh, being 
balance amount of conqjuter fee received from 
students from Gharib Nawaz Computer Centre 
but not included in the corpus fund. 

The Dargah stated (April 2006) that 
CQir 5 >uter fee was being shown as income in 
the accounts. The reply is not tenable as 
National Council for Promotion of Urdu 
Language (NCPUL) order (Nov. 99) stipulates 
that the balance fee would form a corpus, to 
be used for technological upgradation. 

22 Assets 

27,1 Current Assets, Loans and advances, 
Rs. 30.71 lakh. 

This is understated by Rs. 2.78 lakh being 
closing stock of Steel and Cement valuing 
Rs. 2.66 lakh and hostel raw material worth 
Rs. 0.12 lakh incorrectly included in fixed 
assets & e?q?enditure respectively instead of 
showing the same under the head current 
assets. 
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The Dargah stated (April 2006) diat Steel 
& Cement purchased for construction were 
Ibooked as expenditure as per the Mercantile 
system of Accounting. The reply is not 
tenable as capitalisation of entire amount of 
Cement & Steel in the year of purchase is 
incorrect & not as per the principles of 
accounting. Further the closing stock of the 
same should have been shown under the 
head current Assets. 

3. Income and Expenditure Account 

3.1 Other income Rs. 1.39 crore. 

This is understated by Rs. 0.20 lakh being donation 
received in kind and utilized during the year 2003- 
2004 but not included iji the accounts. 

The Dargah stated (April 2006) that donation 
received in kind are not shown as Income but are 
capitalised in accounts. The reply is not tenable as 
Donations received in kind & transactions related 
to it should appear in the Accounts. Further the 
cement (Rs. 0.18 lakh) & Unani Medicine (Rs. 0.02 
lakh) have also not been capitalised in Accounts 
of the year 2003-04.

4.6 (a) Fixed assets register showing details of the 

assets has neither been maintained properly 
nor updated. In absence of which the 
accurancy of fixed assets worth Rs. 3.18 crore 
shown in the balance sheet could not be 
verified in audit. 

The Dargah stated (April 2006) that fixed 
assets register was being maintained and was 
shown at the time of audit. The reply is not 
tenable as updated/properly maintained fixed 
assets register was not shown to audit. 

(b) Physical verification of the assets was not 
conducted during the year 2002-2003 and 2003- 
2004. Further certificate to the effect that the 
Dargah was not holding any obsolete, 
unusable, irreparable, condemned assets etc 
was not produced to audit. 

The Dargah stated (April 2006) that physical 
verification was being conducted every year 
& that its report was shown at the time of 
audit. The reply is not tenable as physical 
verification report was not shown to audit. 

4.7 Receipt and Payment Account though prepared & 
examined by audit but has not been attached with 
the Annual accounts for the year 2003-04. 

The Dargah stated (April 2006) that Receipt and 
Payment Account has been attached with booklet 
of Income and Expenditure Account and Balance 
Sheet.

4.8 Schedule numbers have not been mentioned in the 
Balance Sheet and the Income and Expenditure 
Account.
